In most instances of this kind great im- 
provement and often complete recovery 
results. Happily the country had a vice 
president who was not driven by the cruel 
torments of treacherous ambition. 
Mr. 


Marshall was a Hoosier with a deep 
sense of humor. And humor makes men 
humble. Throughout the controversy he 
displayed a commendable adversity to- 
ward taking over his chiefs chair. 


But such a situation might create pro- 


foundly disturbing problems. The strug- 
gle for power, particularly 
over 
the 


crumpling form of a chief executive is 
not a pretty affair. And it is easy to see 
that contingent upon the final decision 
may hang the legal status of numerous 
important executive actions. 


Our general course is that of a smug 


people. We do not take precautions until 
after half a dozen horses have been stolen. 
We only wrote fire hazard laws in respect 
to theatres after a thousand lives were de- 
stroyed in the Iroquois fire. 


Whatever method is adopted to pro- 


vide decision respecting an executive's 
incapacity it certainly will not be left to 
the one who might succeed him. But a 
straight and orderly way should be pro- 
vided to settle a question of this kind 
promptly when it arises, and a method as 
little touched by politics as possible. 


TSEASON AND TRAITORS 


When the Soviets prepared to move 


into Finland they set up on Russian soil 
a provisional government naming as head 
of the Finnish state a fugitive Finn.' This 
was done with the expectation that a 
broadcast of this act would create a ral- 
lying point for other discontented Finns 
and obstruct the smooth operation of the 
government at Helsinki. But the action 
was a signal failure. 
The provisional 


government didn't even get from the Fin- 
nish people a glance of recognition. They 
knew the fugitives too well. 


What part Hitler may have had in the 


attempt to set up a provisional govern- 
ment in Norway under the rulership of 
on Vidkun Quisling has not been made 
apparent. 
But it is evident that there 


•were Norwegians who for the sake of 
power were willing to grasp the invader 
by the hand, make his control as easy as 
possible and thus virtually turn upon their 
own countrymen and their own duly elect- 
ed government. 


We are a long ways from Norway 


and Finland but the same general pur- 
pose has existed in the creation upon our 
shores of alien groups teaching doctrines 
which include hatred of their own coun- 
try, hatred of its people, hatred of its 
institutions, and an idolatrous adoration of 
some government far removed and some 
theory of government as old and shrunk- 
en as an Egyptian mummy and no more 
valuable to the conduct of human society. 


It would be a great mistake to look 


upon these renegades as apostles of a new 
order or as preachers for a new sys- 
tem. They will be found in practically 
every instance to be men of distorted 
heads, thwarted ambitions, 
bitter 
and 


hopeless because of their own failures, 
and perfectly willing to transfer the safe- 
ty, security and happiness of a nation 
merely for an opportunity to 
exercise 


power and to wield the scepter of state. 


There is not one particle of difference 


between these blunders in the shape of hu- 
mans and the men who sold information 
concerning the Union armies to the Con- 
federates. 
They are all descendants of 


Judas Iscariot. And just as loveable and 
admirable.

SPEAKING FOR HARRY BRIDGES 
It was heartening in the interests of 


clarity to see the supreme court of the 
United States grant Harry Bridges a re- 
view of his conviction for contempt of 
court at Los Angeles. 


In 1938 a trial court at Los Angeles 


ordered a receiver to take over a union 
hiring hall at San Pedro on the water 
front. Mr. Bridges, who was involved in 
the controversy, sent a telegram to the 
Secretary of Labor which described the 
decision as "outrageous." He did not give 
the telegram any publicity nor seek its 
publication. But Madam Perkins gave it 
to the press, the judge involved learned 
of it in that manner, and Mr. Bridges 
was fined $125 with the alternative of five 
days in jail because he had sent a tele- 
gram which the court said "had an in- 
herent tendency to interfere with the or- 
derly and due administration of justice 
and to embarrass and influence the judge." 


Technically the case was still pending 


before the judge but actually no layman 
such as Mr. Bridges would realize that 
fact. No one would so understand it ex- 
cepting lawyers thoroughly familiar with 
procedure. 


If every person who criticized a court 


ruling privately, as flid Mr. Bridges, by 
calling it outrageous, be punished for his 
act what would become of the bar? Shall 
Bridges be treated by a different stand- 
ard than any other litigant or than the 
lawyers, everyone of whom gets hot un- 
der the collar when he loses?

extremely technical case has been made 
against Mr. Bridges the judge who fined 
him showed poor taste and less judg- 
ment by demanding the full pound of 
flesh with all the trimmings.

Second, Hitler knew that there was not much 


danger of heavy U. S. war sales to the allies 
until after the presidential election. After the 
election, Hitler figured that American sympa- 
thies might loosen up the Johnson act (barring 
loans to defaulted governments), and the Uni- 
ted States might become a wholesale supplier 
of allied war materials—on a credit basis. 


Unquestionably it was in preparation for the 


Scandinavian conquest that Hitler released the 
white paper reporting the conversations be- 
tween Polish and American diplomats. The tim- 
ing was perfect—one week before his blitz- 
krieg—and beautifully calculated 
to make 


Washington lean over backward for neutrality. 
TREMENDOUS WAR FORCES 


At present the Germans have 68 divisions 


located along the Dutch border and in Den- 
mark. United' States military experts figure 
that this is enough men—about 952,000—to pene- 
trate the Netherlands almost overnight, and 
simultaneously attack the weakest pan of the 
Maginot line, opposite Luxembourg. 


Once the nazls are in Holland, they would be 


only about 150 miles from the British indus- 
trial centers—so close that German pursuit 
planes could accompany German bombers, thus 
protecting them while they rained death and 
destruction on British factories and naval bases. 


The prospects are that all or most of these 


things will happen at once. Furthermore it will 
be no surprise if Mussolini also gets into the 
war—against the French in North Africa. But 
first he wants to make sure that the German 
moves are going to be successful.

More complete details on how the nazis

During the past three days the British have 


had 80,000 troops in northern Scotland ready 
to sail at a moment's notice for Norway.

CONGO RIVER 


Among the world's riven, the 


Congo ranks high. It is close to 
3,000 miles long, and drains an 
area of more than a million square 
miles. Only one river — the Ama- 
zon — pours more water into the 
ocean than the Congo.

A boat on the Congo river 


The Congo rises in the heart of 


Africa, and flows northward for 
a distance of about 1,200 miles. 
Then it turns west and runs to- 
ward the Atlantic. 
Dozens of 


streams and rivers, some of them 
of large size, join the Congo on 
its way to the ocean. 


The mighty river winds through 


the Belgian Congo, which is larger 
than France, Spain, Italy and Ger- 
many put together. Think of a 
little country like Belgium owning 
such a big colony! 


The Belgian Congo is of great 


size, but it is not thickly settled. 
It contains only about one-fourth 
as many people as live in France. 
The number of people per square 
mile is about 11. 


That, of course, is 
a 
general 


average. The people are not spread 
out evenly. Thousands of square 
miles have no people at all, while 
other parts have villages or cities. 
The largest Congo city has 26rOOO 
people. 


It is figured 
that the Congo 


river pours about 1,200,000 cubic 
feet Of water into the Atlantic each 
second of the day. The amount of 
water it empties in a day would 
make a lake two miles wide and 
four miles long, with an average 
depth of 464 feet. 


Ocean steamers can travel into 


the Congo river and upstream for 
a distance of 110 miles. Then they 
meet rapids. It is possible for some 
steamers to travel on the water 
above the rapids, but the river is 
not deep enough there 
for 
the 


larger ccean-going vessels. 


On a trip from one end of the 


Congo to the other, a person might 
pass hundreds of boats used by na- 
tives. These often are little more 
than logs which have been hol- 
lowed out. 


At the mouth of the Congo 5s 


a town with an odd name. It is 
called "Banana,"' and serves as a 
seaport.

Have a Right to Protection 


BY WESTBBOOK PEGLER 


New York—Nobody on the union side, and I have had many earnest 


letters from men sympathetic with organized labor, has yet shown me 
how the rank and file of labor are to be protected from oppression and 
exploitation by the unions, unless government supervision is imposed. 
If government supervision should fail that would be the end of that, be- 


cause the government is the highest authority that 
we have. But inasmuch as the government, through 
'the Wagner act, undertakes to force .men into labor 
unions, with the alternative of forfeiting their right 
to work at their lawful occupations, 'there must be 
some public power to protect their interests within 
the union. 


It is said that government officials, being human 


and not always enlightened or honest, would be likely 
to abuse their powers. There is something to that, but 
the warning would-be more impressive if the men in 
command of the big labor organizations had made a 
thorough effort to prevent the abuse of powers by un- 
ion officials. Government officials would be responsi- 
ble to the nation, •tout union officials, in practical ef- 
feet, are not responsible to anyone if they are strong 
enough to develop their powers to the full. 


This fault is not confined to the unions of the A. F. of L., although the 


abuses are more spectacular in that organization. By the time a levy for 
political purposes reaches the rank and filer of a C.I.O. union his rights 
as a member have been so badly diluted that he has no choice but to pay 
his money, even though it is to be used to support a candidate to whom 
e is bitterly opposed.

Should Prevent Abuses 


In areas of labor organizations 


where the federal compulsion is not 
applicable, the need for protection 
still exists. Unions of strictly local 
character, operating under charters 
from the big national organizations 
derive from their national parent 
bodies certain powers of coercion 


through the sympathetic 
boycott. 


They would not be able to assert 
their powers if they were not part 
of the national organizations, one 
or the other, 
and 
the 
national 


groups therefore have an obligation 
to prevent the abuse of these pow- 
ers. 


This the national bodies fail to 


do, even in the most flagrant cas- 
es, and workers 
find 
themselves 


herded into unions under condi- 
tions which result in a reduction 
of their earnings to the extent that 
they are compelled to contribute 
in fees, dues and assessments. That 
many are forced into unions by 
threats, and receive no increases in 
pay or improvement in conditions 
cannot be denied and can be shown. 


All discussions 
of these prob- 


ems from this standpoint bring the 
retort of "labor-baiting." But it is 
not baiting labor to consider the 
conditions which have arisen dur- 
ng the fierce fight between the 
A. F. of L. and the C. I. O. for num- 
jers and money. The facts are there, 
jut the conclusions, of course, may 
•ary. Mine is that if the unions can't 
give their members fair treatment 
and protect their rights, and if it is 
ecognized that men must belong to 
unions, then they have a right to 
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look to their government for guar 
anteea.
